— The  bazaar  announced  last  week,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  building  fund  was  open¬ 
ed  in  the  new  hall-  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Catholic  Union  of  Bloemfleld,  Tuesday 
night.

Those  of  your  readers  who  signed  the 
petition  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  for  the  better 
protection  of  women  and  girls,  as  well  as 
ot'  er  friends  of  good  morals,  will  be  glad 
near  mat  our  recent  Legislature  also 
passed  the  bill  raisiug  the  age  of  consent 
from  1W  to  16  years!  These  two  reforms 
entitle  this  Legislative  body  to  the  thanks 
of  all  the  women  in  the  State.

East  Orange. 

The  East  Grange  Township  authorities 
aud  Bernard  J.  Coyle,  the  contractor  whp 
has  been  laying  sewer  pipes  iu  the  town¬ 
ship,  are  at  odds  over  the  contract.  Coyle 
wants  to  abandon  it,  and  the  Township 
C  mmittee  declares  that  either  he  or  his 
bondsmen  must  carry  It  out.  On  August 
30.  1886,  Coyle,  who  came  from  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.,  was  awarded1  the  contract  for 
$135,257.58,  he  being  the  lowest  of  a  large 
numl>er  of  bidders.  His  bid  was  $25,500 
lower  than  the  next  lowest.  Ground  for 
the  sewers  was  broken  on  September  15, 
and  the  work  was  at  once  begun.  For  a 
time  the  work  went  on  at  a  fair  rate,  but 
not  as  fast  as  the  authorities  had  expected. 
Then  cold  weather  set  In  and  work  was  al¬ 
most  entirely  suspended.  With  the  break¬ 
ing  up  of  Winter  Coyle  put  on  a  small  force 
of  men,  and  the  work  has  since  progressed 
very  slowly.  In  one  place  on  Dodd  areet 
the  workmen  struck  an  underground  wa¬ 
ter  course,  and  three  pumps  could  uot 
keep  the  water  out  of  the  trench.  Then 
considerable  trouble  was  experienced  with 
rock  and  quicksand. 

The  Township  Committee  began  to  com¬ 
plain  of  the  slow  progress  made.  On 
April  7.  Engineer  Bassett  served  a  notice 
upon  Coyle  informing  film  that  he  would 
be  expected  to  push  the  work  at  the  rate 
of  five  miles  of  pipe  per  month,  or  suffic¬ 
ient  to  entitle  him  to  $25,000  per  month. 
Coyle  became  Incensed  at  this  and  com¬ 
plained  to  the  Sewerage  and  Drainage 
Committee  with  the  result  that  the  notice 
was  withdrawn  as  an  official  paper. 

Last  Saturday  Coyle  discharged  most  of 
his  men  and  abandoned  the  work.  Since 
then  nothing  has  been  done.-  Copde  has 
been  served  with  a  notice  of  the  township’s 
Intention  to  compel  him  or  his  bondsmen 
to  complete  the  work. 


Orange. 

Ex-Governor  Abbott  was  in  Orange, 
Wednesday,  with  President  F.  M.  Eppley, 
of  the  Orange  Cross- Town  Railway  Com¬ 
pany.  The  street  railroad  would  have 
been  in  operation  two  or  three  weeks  ago 
had  the  company  been  able  to  come  to 
some  arrangement  with  the  officers  of  the 
Delaware,  Laekawana  and  Western  and 
Erie  Railroad  Companies,  whose  tracks 
the  street-car  tracks  must  cross.  The 
company  has  exhausted  every  effort  to 
come  to  an  agreement  and  have  i  ow  em¬ 
ployed  Governor  Abbett  -as  counsel  to 
fight  the  two  railroads  In  the  courts.  It 
Is  proposed  to  apply  to  the  Chancellor  for 
an  Injunction  preventing  the  railroad 
companies  from  interfering  with  the  lay¬ 
ing  of  the  horse-car  tracks. 

The  hod  carriers  employed  in  the  Or¬ 
anges  struck  last  week  for  an  increase  of 
wages  from  $2  £o  $2.*25  per  day.  The  de¬ 
mand  was  refused  by  their  employers, 
who  secured  other  men  at  the  old  wages, 
and  work  proceeded  as  before  until  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning,  when  the  masons  struck 
work,  refusing  to  receive  mortar  from  any 
but  union  hod  carriers.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  tey  employed  on  jobs  requiring 


no  bod  carrier  all  union  masons  are  Idle. 
The  employers  are  very  united  in  their  de¬ 
termination  to  do  something  to  prevent 
the  coetant  recurrence  of  trouble  with 
their  men. 

George  Hoyt,  of  East  Grange  and  officer 
Meeker,  of  Grange,  were  walking  along 
Main  street.  Orange,  Tuesday  afternoon, 
when  Hoyt’s  dog  began  fighting  with  an¬ 
other.  Hoyt  attempted  to  part  them,  and 
falling  he  drew  bis  revolver  from  his  pock¬ 
et  to  shoot  the  strange  dog.  Gfflcer  Meek¬ 
er  warned  him  not  to  shoot,  but  Hoyt 
quickly  raised  the  weapon  and  fired.  The 
dogs  parted  and  ran  In  different  directions 
Hoyt  following  his  dog. 

Just  then  someone  called  Gfflcer  Meek¬ 
ers  attention  to  a  women  on  her  knees  in 
front  of  the  Park  Hotel,  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  feet  away.  The  officer  surmised 
that  she  had  been  hlt*>y  the  bullet  from 
the  revolver,  and  ran  to  her.  He  raised 
her  up  and  asked  if  she  was  injured. 

“Something  struck  me  here,”  she  said, 
pointing  down  to  her  left  hip.  She  was 
assisted  Into  the  Park  Hotel  and  Hoyt 
ran  for  a  physician. 

Dr.  George  Bayles  responded  first  and 
made  an  examination.  He  found  that  the 
bullet  had  passed  through  the  woman’s 
clothing,  but  for  some  unaccountable  rea¬ 
son  had  not  entered  the  flesh,  although  it 
had  broken  the  skin  and  made  a  painful 
wound.  The  woman  proved  to  be  Mrs. 
William  M.  Duff,  of  Clinton  street.  East 
Orange.  She  had  been  on  her  way  up 
town,  rolling  a  baby  carriage  and  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  friend,  when  she  heard  a  pis¬ 
tol  report  and  felt  a  shock  to  her  left  hip. 
She  had  then  sank  to  the  walk  in  fright. 
She  remained  at  the  hotel  until  she  had 
partially  recovered  and  was  then  taken  to 
her  hoefie.

Montclair. 

The  Montclair  Township  Committee 
Tuesday  night  decided  to  appropriate  $390 
for  the  new  hose  house  of  Excelsior  No.  2. 
The  bids  for  side  and  crosswalks  were 
then, opened  and  were  laid  over  for  further 
consideration.  The  bids  for  broken  stone 
were  opened,  and  the  contract  was  award¬ 
ed  to  Charles  E.  McDowell.  Mr.  Kenne¬ 
dy  residing  on  the  Old  road,  appeared  be¬ 
fore  the  committee  and  made  complaint 
against  George  Fitzgerald  for  maintaining 
a  nuisance.  It  was  decided  to  impose  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $100  upon  Fitzgerald 
for  disobeying  the  orders  of  the  commit- 
rieeiuem.  siiuw,  of  the  Montclair 
Water  Company,  appeared  before  the 
committee  and  stated  that  he  was  ready 
to  extend  the  water  mains  in  the  south 
and  west  ends  of  the  town.  The  commit¬ 
tee  gave  him  instructions  as  to  the  streets 
that  the  mains  should  be  laid  in.  A  com¬ 
munication  from  the  Waterhouse  Manu¬ 
facturing  Company  asking  the  committee 
to  allow  them  to  Introduce  electric  lights 
into  their  town  was  read.  No  action  was 
taken  upon  It. 

The  work  of  laying  the  water  mains  In 
Montclair  is  not  progressing  as  well  as 
was  intended  by  Captain  Farr.  The  Cap¬ 
tain  expected  to  lay  at  least  half  a  mile 
each  day,  but  on  account  of  the  weather 
and  trouble  with  the  Italian  laborers  only 
about  one  and  a  half  miles  have  been  laid. 


Eliza  bethport. 

A  new  building  and  loan  association  has 
been  formed  among  the  employees  of  the 
Singer  factory.  The  difference  between 
It  and  similar  organizations  in  Elizabeth 
is  that  payments  will  b*  made  weekly  In¬ 
stead  of  monthly.  The  value  of  a  share  is 
fixed  at  $500  and  the  amount  of  the  week¬ 
ly  payment  fifty  cents,  or  $2  per  month. 
It  is  claimed  by  the  advocates  of  this  plan 
that  the  profits  will  be  twenty  per  cent, 
greater  than  in  other  building  loan  asso¬ 
ciations.
